Notifications relating to Non-Statutory Rules, Regulations, 
Orders and Resolutions issued by the Ministry of Defence 

SRO 1988. — In exercise of tie powers conferred by sub- 
section (2) section 5 of the Charitable Endowments Act, 
1890 (6 of 1890), and on the application made by the 
Adjutant General, Indian Army, acting in the administration 
of the Army Officers Benevolent Fund, the Central Govern- 
ment hereby makes the following further modifications to the 
Scheme for the administration of the Army Officers Benevo- 
lent Fund, published with the notification of the Government 
of India in the Ministry of Defence, No. 208, dated the 2nd 
February, 1956, namely : — 

In the said Scheme — 

(1) In paragraph 1 — 

(i) in clause (b), after the word wife, the words “or 
husband shall be inserted ; 

(il) for clause (d), the following clause shall be 
substituted, namely — 

“(d) ‘‘Officer’’ means a serving permanent Commis- 
sioned Officer of the Army and includes a per- 
manent Commissioned Officer so re-employed;”; 

(iii) for clause (e), the following clauses shall be substi- 
tuted, namely : — 

“(e) “Secretary” means the Secretary of the Fund; 

(ee) ‘‘Subscriber’’ means a permanent Commissioned 
Officer (including re-employed) who pays pald- 
rank-wlse subscription to the Fund throughout 
his service in the Army; 

(eec) “Treasurer” means the Treasurer of the Fund”; 

(2) In paragraph 2, in sub-paragraph (a) — 

(1) in clause (1), for the word “widows,", the expression 
“Widows/Widowers” shall be substituted; 

(ii) clause (ii) shatl be omitted; 

(iii) in clause (v), for the word “wives”, -the expression 
“Widows/Widowers” shall be substituted; 

(3) in paragraph 4, in clause (b), after the word “serving”, 
the words “and re-employed" shall be inserted; 

(4) for paragraph 5, the following paragraph shall be 
substituted, namely : — 

“5. Subscriptions by officers, — E6ery serving and re- 
employed permanent Commissioned Officer of the Army 
shall pay a quarterly subscription based on the actual rank 
for which pay is drawn during the last day of the quarter 
preceding that for which payment is made. No readjust- 
ment will subsequently be made on account of promotions, 
reversions, etc., of an officer notified later. Payment of subs- 
cription shall cease when the officer is removed, cashiered, 
dismissed, or retired from service and also on resignation 
or relinquishment of commission (Officers re-employed 
after retirement shall, however, pay the subscriptions 
according to paid-rank held during the entire period of re- 
employment). Contributions made will not be refunded. The 
quarterly rate of subscription shall be as under : —

Exception 1 — A newly commissioned officer shall pay the 
first subscription from his first month’s salary drawn by him 
as a permament Commissioned Officer, in respect of the quar- 
ter during which he is commissioned. Such a subscription will 


be in addition to the Subscription payable by him In advance 
for the next quarter. 

Exception 2.— A Non-Regular Commissioned Officer on 
being granted a permanent Commission shall pa . y the subscrip- 
tion to this Fund in the same manner as specified in Excep- 
tion 1, In addition, the entire amount of his subscription 
recovered for the Benevolent Fund Army N On-Regular Officers 
for the period of his non-regular commissioned service shall 
be transferred from the Benevolent Fund Army Non-Regular 
Officers to the Army Officers’ Benevolent Fund”; 

(5) in paragraph 6, after the words “pay and emoluments 
payable to the officer’’, the following shall be inserted, 
namely 

“[This applies only to officers who are in the payment of 
Controller of Defence Accounts (Officers), POONA]’’; 

(6) paragraph 7 shall be lettered as sub-paragraph (a) of 
that paragraph, and after the sub-paragraph as so lettered, the 
following sub-paragraph shall be inserted, namely ; — 

“(b) Officers n°t in the payment of the 'Controller of 
Defence Accounts (Officers), POONA, shall — 

(1) remit their paid-rank-wise subscriptions, quar- 
terly in advance, directly to the Secretary of the 
Fund; 

(ii) inform the Secretary of the Fund Immediately 
they go out of and revert to the payment of the 
Controller of Defence Accounts (Officers), 
POONA"; 

(7) fo r paragraph 8, the following paragraph shall be 
substituted, namely ; — 

”8. Vesting of assets. — The assets of the Fund, particulars 
whereof are set out in Schedule ‘A’ hereto, shall be vested 
in the Treasurer of Charitable Endowments for India under 
the Scheme, who will collect interest on securities and pay 
it to the Secretary of the Fupd’’; 

(8) in paragraph 10 — 

(i) in clause (e), for the words “Chief of the General 
Staff”, the words “Deputy Chief of Army Staff” shall 
be substituted and the word “and" occurring at the 
end shall be omitted; 

(ii) for clause (f), the following clauses shall be substi- 
tuted, namely ; — 

“(f) Secretary; 

(g) Treasurer”; 

(9) in paragraph 13 — 

(a) for the words “three members”, the words “live 
members” shall be substituted; 

(b) for the expression “The Secretary/Treasurer", the 
expression “The Secretary and the Treasurer" shall 
be substituted; 

(10) in paragraph 19, for the expression "Secretary/ 
Treasurer”, the word ‘Treasurer” shall be substituted; 

(11) In paragraph 20 — 

(a) for the expression "A competent Secretary/ 
Treasurer”, the words “A competent Secretary and 
a Treasurer” shall be substituted; 

(b) the following shall be inserted at the end, namely : — 
“These powers may be delegated to any other Com- 
mittee appointed by the Central Committee”; 

(12) in paragraph 23, after the word “Chairman”, the 
word “Co-Chairman” and for the expression “Secretary/ 
Treasurer”, the word “Secretary” shall be substituted; 

(13) for paragraph 26, the following paragraph shall be 
substituted, namely : — 

"26. Persons to benefit from the Fund. — The subscribers 
who have subscribed to the Fund throughout their service 
and members of their family and/or dependants, at the case 
may be, shall be the persons who are eligible to receive bene- 
fits under this Scheme, Officers who have failed to pay 
subscriptions up-to-date render themselves and their fami- 
lies/deperidents ineligible to receive benefits from the Fund. 
In very exceptional case, where undue hardship is caused 
to the beneficiaries by non-payment of subscription for $ 
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few days, under unavoidable circumstances, the General 
Committee can at their discretion extend the benefits to the 
dependants"; 

(14) for Schedule ‘A’, the following Schedule shall be 
substituted, namely : — 

“Schedule ‘A"' 

“Securities of the Government of India 3% Conversion 
Loan 1946-86 of the face value of Rs. 53,300/-".
